After lir.ng four shot* into her body, 
either of which would have proved 
fatal, he turned the deadly weapon 
upon himself, inflicting one wound, 
which proved fatal, he dying from itr 
effect Tuesday evening at eight 
o'clock. 

The killing took place about eight 
o'clock Sunday afternoon when many 
people were passing in automobiles

Dishon was found lying only a few 
yards away, with one shot in his 
abdomen. When asked why the rope 
was on his wife, he replied and told 
in detail how he had tied her in the 
barn, and how she escaped while he 
went for the pistol. 

He asked that a doctor be sent for 
and that he be given something to re- 
lieve his suffering. 

His wife had gone to the barn 1 to 
milk and it was while performing 
these household and farm duties that 
he tied her with the rope. 

They had returned from Wilmore 
t one hour before the shooting 
where they had spent the day, Mr.

them over and back.

house, the walls of which were acurrcd 
, lib uiachlac-guu bullets. No. 3 se. 
sMj of the machine guu company had 
lis quarters. The company's cooks pre- 
pared the meals Iu this billet On the 
firth evening of the bombardment a 
Hermuii eight Inch shell registered a 
MMM bit on the billet aad wiped out 
teu men who were aaleep la the sup 
laisedly bomb-proof cellar. They were

and from them I may be uble to obtain 
valuable Inrormniloo aa lo the exact 
location of the guns, and our artillery 
will therefore be able to demolish them 
before Ihe attack, and thus prevent 
our losing a lot of men while using 
these communication trenches to bring 
up re-enforcement*. " 

These were the Instructions ha gave 
aa: 

"Take off your identification dlaka. 1 
informs or all numerals, 
etc.. leave your papers with 
your captiilns, because I don't want the 
Boche* to know what regiments are 
against MM as this would be valuable 
MMM to them In our attack to- 
morrow and I don't waut auy of you 
to be taken alive. What I want Is two 
prisoners and If I get them I have a 
way which will make them divulge 
all necessary Information us to their 
guna. You have your choice of two 
wea|Mius — you may curry your 'per- 
suaders' or your knuckle knives, aud 
each man will arm himself wlih four 
Mills bombs, these to be used only In 
case of emergency." 

A persuader la Tommy s nickname 
for a club carried by the bombers. It 
Is about two feet long, thin at one end 
nnd very thick al Ihe other. The thick 
end la studded with sharp steel spikes, 
while through the center of Hie club 
there Is a ulne Inch lead bar. to give 
it weight and balauce. Wbeu you get 
a prisoner all you have to do Is Just 
stick tbla club up lu from of him. aud 
believe me. the prisoner s patriotism

Is held over the sandbag parapet of the 
treneh. nnd dlsrlinrged Into the air. 
Those star shells attain a height of 
i.hout sixty feet, and a range of from 
fifty to seventy-five yards. When they 
Ml the ground they explode, throwing 
• ut n strong oalrlutii light whleh lights 
up the ground In a olrele of a radius of 
ten to fifteen yards. They 
■ a |>ii no hate star shell whleh. 
a height of nhout sixty 
feet, explodes. A pnrncliufe unfolds 
and slowly flonls to the ground, light- 
ing up a large olrele In No Man's Lund 
The nfllrlnl name of the stnr shell is 
n "Verjr-llght." Very lights are used 
to prevent night surprise attack* on 
the trenches. If a stnr shell fulls In 
front of you. or between you it nil the 
liermnn lines, you nre snfe from detec- 
tion, an the enemy ennuot «ee you 
through the hriglit curtain of light, 
ftuf If It fulls l.ehitiil you ami. a s Tom- 
my nuys, "yon get in the star -hell 
rone." then the fun Logins; you Invi- 
to lie flat on your stomach anil rMBll 
iihsolutcly lOf lfca j te ai liiilll the light of 
the shell MM Bat Tills takes any 
where from toffy to seventy seconds.

Ton hlneken your face and hand* so 
that th* ItfM from the star shells will 
not reft t oo your pule face. In a 
trench raid there Is quite sufficient 
reason for your face to he pnle. If you 
don't believe me. try It Just once. 

Then another reason for hlackenlng 
your fare and hands Is that, after you 
have entered the Orrann trench nt 
iilght, "white face" means Germans, 
"hlnck face" English. Coming iirouml 
it traverse you nee a white face 'In 
front of you. With a prayer and wish- 
ing Frltx "the best o' luck." you Intro- 
duce him to your "persuader" or 
knuckle knife.
